HUNDREDS PERISHED. 


iTyyhoon In the Orient Caused 
Great Lost of Life. 
Victoria, B. C.. May 29.— F urther ad­ 
vice* regarding the disastrous typhoon 
in the Caroline islands recently re­ 
ported by cable from Sydney. Atis 
tralia, were received here from tho 
orient. 
The typhoon passed over the 
C arolina grot]pa on March 28 and hun 
dreds of people were killed by the 
w aves which sw ept over the smaller 
islands. 
The 
saved 
w ere 
mostly 
those who had climbed cocoanut trees. 
The typhoon extended as far west as 
Guam. 
At the Manila observatory on 
M arch 30. the typhoon was registered 
as being northeast of Yap in the W est­ 
ern Carolines. 
March 31 it was found 
to be north of Yap, Indicating a dan 
Cerous situation in the southern pa-t 
of the Curoltnes and the Phlllipplnes. 
The island of TJlle w as entirely dc 
stroyed. and the waves which passed 
over this

killed 
200 
people. 
Heavy loss of life was reported fh • i 
other islands. 
Some wore entirely 
covered and natives were rescued day* 
afterw ard, 
clinging to 
the tops 
of 
cocoanut 
trees.

Island 
tw enty people were killed and on Sin \ 
of Phil’s island, which lies betw. n 
Yap and rile , fifty people perished.

REMARKABLE WEATHER. 


Nothing 
Approaching It 
For 
Twenty-Five Year*. 
W ashington, May 29.—Remarkably 
unseasonable 
w eather, with a cold 
wave extending through the country 
east of the Rocky mountains, the ther­ 
mom eter in some sections registering 
the lowest tem peratures for the sea 
son in many years, is reported by the 
w eather bureau. 
Frost w arnings have been issued for 
the middle Atlantic states and th 
eastern lower lake region and freezin 
tem peratures for w estern Wyoming. 
Added to this, flood w arnings hav» 
been issued for the lower Rio Grand 
valley in southw est A rkansas. 
W eather bureau officials say ther 
is no im m ediate prospect of any sui 
m er w eather anywhere. 
The preset * 
cold wave, they add, has been runnii” 
through 
most of the present month. 
Heavy frost Is reported to the bureau 
from Michigan and other states of th 
lake region. 
The cold wave Is part 
ularly severe in the southw est and 
is due, according to the w eather ex­ 
perts, to the heavy rains in that pa^r 
of the country. 
Forecaster Frankeu- 
field said: 
“The reason for the cold w eather 
we have had here during the past two 
or three m onths is th at the high areas 
of pressure have moved eastw ard from 
the northern portion of the country al­ 
most 
continuously, and 
these 
have 
caused cold north winds. 
T hat is the 
only reason I can give for the cola 
weather. As to w hat m akes these high 
areas keep up all this season is more 
than I can tell.” 
Not since 1882 has

w eather been approached In this part 
of the country.
